Noted Neg roPoet 
Delivers Address 
A t People s Forum 

T AST evening at the People's 
Forum, a capacity audience 
gathered to hear Mr. Countee 
Cullen, the noted negro poet, who 
through the music of his expression 
has gained for himself the honour 
of possessing "the mo3t natural 
singing voice of American poetry." 

In opening his address, Mr. Cul- 
len explained that the work of all 
negro poets Is divided into two 
classes— That in which they write 
because they are poets— possessors 
of that poetic temperament which 
finds expression only in versé. 
That in which they writo because 
they are negroes and there "are 
certain happenings in their lives 
to which they want to give expres- 
sion. 

There Is no such thing as negro 
poetry— tho only distinction is that 
there are poems written by negroes, 
negroes. 

The first poet whom .Mr. Cullen 
mentioned was Paul Lawrence 
Dunbar, who died in 1906; Since his 
death a new group of poets has 
arisen quite distinct from that of 
Mr, Dunbar, In that now there are 
no dialect poems, and experiments 
are being made with a new form 
One of the youngest of tho negro 
poets Is Langston Hughes, who at 
the age of 28 has made for himself 
an outstanding place among tho , 
P 08 ts . 0 _ f ; ^y.;., He : represents,. the j. 
singing voice ,of "the negro masses 
Among his poems arfr-'-Mother to 
Son: "I too;" and "The Brass Spi- 
toon," in which he expresses some 
. of his earlier hardships. 

■ Among the first of his own 
poems, Mr. Cullen read "Saturdays 
Child." The author gave as -the 
reason for this poem that lie had 
heard so much about tho child 
born on the Sabbath. It seem that 
Sunday's child is tho cream of the 
week, while for the other children 
there are various virtues in dimin- 
ishhig ratio, until Saturday is 
reached, and inasmuch as Mr 
Cullen Is Saturday's child, he de- 
cided to write a poem about it. 

One poem the author wished to 
read "before It becomes an ana- 
chronism," was that entitled "Wis- 
dom cometh wl'th tho Years, 
which aptly ends-^ 
"Though wisdom cometh with the 
years, 

The barren days come too." 

Mr. Cullen is an Intense admirer 
of John Keats, and as . a Tesult of 
his admiration he composed a poem 

■ of extreme beauty-"To John 
Keats, poet, at Springtime." 

The poet related an amusing an- 
ecdote concerning the composition 
of his sonnet "Protest." "The first- 
line came to me one night when 1 
was in bed," he said, "so I hopped' 
out and wrote it down, and hopped 
back to bed again. Then the sec- 
ond line came to mo and again I 
• hopped outi By morning. I had 
composed a. sonnet, and to corres- 
pond with the fourteen lines, I had . 
hopped out of bed and back again 
fourteen times." 

Other poems read were "Fruit of 
the Flower," and Judas Iscarlat."

of Macdonald College cherished 
a sincere appreciation of the 
work of this great Canadian 
benefactor, Sir Arthur said, 
"The memory of Sir William 
Macdonald is an inspiring Chal- 
lenge to you young men and wo- 
men." 

Pioneer Family 
Bis great-grandfather, head of the 
clan of Glenoladale, emigrated to 
Prince Edward Island in 1773, and took 
up a grant of 330,000 acres on this is- 
land province At the age of 23, Sir Wil- 
liam, came to Montreal, and with dog- 
ged persistency made his way upwards. 
In 1800 he entered the tobacco busi- 
ness with his brothei, and thus laid 
the foundation for ino great fortune 
which he was to later amass, and 
which he . was to employ to the great 
advantage of our country In general, 
and to the field of education In par- 
ticular. 

Throughout his life he retained a 
remarkable simplicity and unostenta- 
tlousness of manner, scorning luxury 
and show. His office gave evidence 
of this. Ho scorned advertising, and 
preferred 'to have direct and simple 
dealings with his customers. He was 
straightforward in his dealings with 
them, and expected the same In re- 
turn. 

His Munificence 

Contoulng, Sir Arthur said:- "On 
Founders' Day, you who are the latest 
Inheritors of hismunlf lcences and who 
are" responsible for, the administration 
of the trust lnjpcsed on us, should 
pause for a critical analyst of our ef- 
forts and. ask- ourselves whether we are 
worthy of our inheritances. This in- 
stitution stands as a monument to. Sir 
William's desire tô help and make hap- 
pier his feUowrhen, and : chief ly, those 
who Lve in rural surroundings. The 
' principal functions of the College Is 
to give such an education as will make 
the rural- life a happier and a fuller

As' was 'natural to expect, many 
Welsh songs were offered, with an un- 
derstanding that denoted more than 
usual familiarity. One of the larger ef- 
forts was Laurent de RlUe's "Martyrs 
of the Arena," well handled, with good 
co-ordination, fairly clear enunciation 
and a good sense of pitch. Their sing- 
ing of "Men of Harlech" was not quite 
as good, the chief fault being a mono- 
tonous regularity of tenjpo. A few, 
solos were given by members of the 
ohoir. & . 




William Dawson. Wherever ho trav- 
elled, he was always on- the alert for 
chances to. send. back specimens to 
McGill. But by the late '70's, tho col- 
lection had grown to such proportions 
that a special building was necessary 
to house the exhibits. This was made 
possible by the Generosity of Peter 
Redpath, and the building' is known 
as the Peter Redpath Museum. 

At the beginning, the Museum was 
used for all of the .scientific, collections 
of McGill University, but. before long 
became sadly overcrowded. Exhibits 
had to be removed to other buildings, 
until at present, the Redpath Museum 
contains nothing but exhibits of geo- 
logical and zoological nature. 

Structure of Mountain ' 
One of the most Interesting exhibits, 
stated Dean Clark, shows the subter- 
ranean anatomy of Mount Royal and 
vicinity, which always interests Mont- 
realers particularly. ■■ 'Another Is the 
Prehistory Collection. This contains 
many, prehistoric flint implements 
which illustrates the life of the early 
man. The giant hand axes, for in- 
stance, make one wonder at the 
strength of the arm that could swing 
It, and give a great Insight into, the 
physique of our forebears. ; 

Dr. Clark quoted the remark of the 
visitor who asked, "I can understand 
how easily these prehistoric 'things are 
found; 'but -how do-they finà"oût their 
âmes?" ,He stated that, although 
here Is a dinosaur alcove where one 
can read about these animals, and casts 
of certain of them, the Museum lacks 
an original specimen. 

There collections keep the curators 
busy all the time, stated Professor 
Clark. The main duty is to keep the 
specimens froo from . moths, beetles, 
and* other pests, and the cleaning and 
dusting of the - exhibits," since dust- 
proof cases had not heen invented when 
tho Museum was built. Other duties 
are the substitution of specimens de- 
serving exhibition for less important 
ones, and the extended use of self-, 
explanatory labels. - 

"Brouse Around" 
Professor dark reminded his listen-i 
ers that the Museum te open every day 
between nine and five every week-day, 
and extended an invitation to "come 
In and browse around." He stated the 
different collections have achieved in- 
ternational recognition, and that the 
collection of Insects is the largest in 
Canada and second in Importance to 
the National Museum at Ottawa alone. 

Professor Clark spoke under the 
auspices of the Graduates' -Society of 
McGill University.

A m erican College of 
Physicians End Five-Day 
Session 

TJEAN CHARLES F. MARTIN, 
B.A., M.D. LLD. (Queen's), 
head of McGill University's Facul- 
ty of Medicine, is to be chairman 
. of tho coming year's financial com- 
mittee of the American College of 
Physicians and takes office Imme- 
diately 

The five-day session was brought 
to a close In the Windsor Hotel on 
Friday night, Feb; 10, when it was 
decided that Chicago was to be 
next year's convention city. Offic- 
ers of the organization expressed 
themselves as very 1 well satlsf led 
with the session just terminated In 
this city, because In spite of fl- 
hanclal stringency, the registered 
attendance of lectures and clinics 
numbered 1,425 doctors. 

Among the latest papers deliv- 
ered were those of Dr. Duncan 
Graham, Toronto physician, who 
discussed Chronic "Arterial Occlu- 
sion of the Extremities." He drew 
attention to the present day text 
book classification of Chronic Ar- 
terial Occlusion under the head- 
ing of nervous disease. This, Dr. 
Graham pointed out, is incorrect 
because on Investigation one finds 
the prime factor lies in pathologi- 
cal changes within the.bjood vcs-__ 
* sels' themselves. ' He did, however, 
recognize that there are factors 
or nervous mechanisms which may 
, play a part in furthering or en- 
hancing this obllterative or obstrue- ' 
tlve phenomenon. 

Dr. Paul D. White, Boston phy- . 
slclan, described some of . the dif- 
ficulties of diagnosing and treat- 
ing heart disease and- especially 
angina pectoris.

"He Who Gets Slapped" 

THE Xlrst night notwithstanding, the Players' Club 
■ presentation of Leonid Andreyev's "He Who 
Gets Slapped'* was successful as a production; its 
major weaknesses were to be found In certain of 
the individuals of the cast: and in certain ot the 
technical details. 

There has been much discussion as to the suit- 
ability of "He Who Gets Slapped" to tho Players' 
Club. "Not suited" is a blanket statement that 
has been used; some have qualified their remarks, 
saying that the thoughts expressed in the play are 
beyond the intelligence of tho. aotors, that young 
Canadians cannot hope to understand, let alone 
portray, a Russian's emotional fervour, or that 
simply, the play is too difficult dramatically. All 
these arguments are correct within their bounds, 
but considering everything, this particular play is 
merely two or three steps ahead of the Club, and 
while this fact may not permit of exceptional dra- 
matic fare, it will at least assure the audience of a 
worthwhile play that will keep its actors on their 
toes throughout/ drawing the maximum of effort 
from the cast without any unnatural forcing of the 
lines on their part. 

The direction under Cecil West showed a clear 
understanding of the play, and a very straightfor- 
ward aoproach to the problems it presented In stag- 
ing, in fact, had three or four other details 
equalled this part of the production, "Ho Who Gets 
Slapped" would have become another classic along- 
side tho "Insect Play." A few outstanding inef- 
ficiencies prevented this. Primarily, tho make- 
up made the aotors look exactly Uko themselves. 
(For those who missed the play, It need but bo said 
that HE in the play is a mart who has been through 
life, presumably about 40, and that most of the cast 
have long passed their 30's, Bezano, Consuelo and 
minor characters excepted, secondly, most of the 
cast' did not know their lines well, enough to carry 
the play forward with the requisite dispatch. In 
this respect, there was too much reading of the 
lines generally, and not sufficient aoting of the 
piny. 

Tho third point of objection is that of grouping 
Those of us who remember some of the legitimate 
stage productions in this, city (they are gradually 
assuming a glamour of a past all but forgotten) may 
still bear in mind certain scenes in which the ac- 
tors, tho, settings and tho properties combined In 
such a way as to produce a tableaux of exceptional 
worth. One can hardly expect the Idea from the 
Players' Club, but they would have done well to pay 
some attention to this important detail. 

In the first night review, the ensuing, paragraph 
would be placed first, but as this. review la Intended 
as a sort of reminder of shortcomings, with the good 
bits so far taken for granted, the order has been 
reversed. In a consideration of tho cast, Harriet 
Colby comes first. She has had frequent mention 
in these columns, this last year, and has already 
been pointed out as a polished actress with an ad- 
mirable personal control on the stage that. Is used 
with advantage not only to her own part, but also 
to all others connected with her. Her character-. 
:zatibn of Consuelo was charming and most impres- 
sionable, — certainly another feather in her cap. 

Count Manclni, played by Cecil West himself, 
undoubtedly was the smoothest male part of the 
play; It seems that the only Improvement might 
have been waxed moustaches for the Count to 
twirl. Thornton drier, HE, who gets slapped, was 
generally up to his' part, an able actor, capable of 
changing effectively from sincere protestations of 
love to tho unnatural joviality of a "laugh Clown, 
laugh." HE's relapses were few and consisted 
mainly of a few spots of poor enunciation, and a 
rather prosaic reading of tho poetic sentences, "— 
remember that hour, when, covered with snow-white 
sea-foam, thou didst emerge • from the sky-blue 
Waters—." ' 

Margaret Miller's Zlnlda was highly efficient, 
particularly in her own scenes, (Acts I and II). In 
the last aots her efforts tended to become markedly 
spasmodic. Edward Hope, as Jackson, was most 
sympathetic to his part as chief clown, one of the 
bette'f;-'characterlzatlon3, that we shall not allow to 
be marred by his. meaningless wringing of his hands 
in the last act. William Carter, as Briquet was too 
declamatory, too much of the speech maker, and 
not enough of the actor. Tilly and Polly were In- 
efficient clowns. Thomas made of his lines a 
schoolday recitative, and did this poorly. Bezano 
by Robert Wakefield was slightly unwieldy, and not 
very well in tune with his part. Baron Regnard 
overacted and read his linos unnaturally;, he looked 
more like an. amateur theatrical miser than, the 
lecherous old man 

Peck as the Gentleman started off very well, but 
suddenly became effèctéd, and began assuming poses 
that have 'gone long ago, with bustles, hooped skirts, 
and John Held Jr"s "Diving Venus." 

One last word. The settings followed the au- 
thor's specifications pretty closely,, but resulted in 
more pleasing surroundings than Incompetent at- 
tempts at modernism. The costumes were color 
ful, r and of pleasing- design, but appeared rather 
impractical, . as wearing apparel — too flimsy for 
comfort. 

This was the play, and one feels that the Play- 
ers' Club has shown some justification for their ex- 
istence. — AKcheff.

But the audience is cer- 
tainly responsible for bad productions. 
Sometimes because they (the produc- 
tions) arc what the public wants; 
sometimes because they are what the 
public doesn't want but should have, 
of course. Nowadays when our Insti- 
tutions arc showing such signs of wear 
and tear, and even the banks arc 
obliged to sit in the lap of a maternal 
government, everything should be done, 
don't you think, to keep the flag of 
art flying at least as high as half mast, 
and the trumpets of drama at full 
blast? ) 

Then there is the critic himself. 1 
am now talking once more about tr 
original topic, as the theologians say 
The critic, even more than the play- 
wright, is responsible for the write-up 
of the show. His effusion should be- 
tray here and there signs of even a 
whimsical intelligence, if you know 
what I mean; or if it is not whimsical, 
could we have it vestigial, or even 
minimal, or I have even known intelli- 
gence to be comical. P. J. G.'s, you 
will admit, Mr. Editor, is none of these 
things, unless you happen to be P.J.G.. 
and that would be terrible, because 1 ' 
mean Editors should have some ltelli- 
gence. 

Last of all, there are the actors, arid 
the acting. Here again you need to 
know something about the art of act- 
ing to bo able to weigh and judge com- 
parative merit. I am loath to criticize 
P.J.G. myself, because he undoubtedly" :

Brahms Symphony Proved 
To Be Highlight of The 
Afternoon 



VARIED PROGRAM 




Lighter Music Offered In 
Accordance With Fine 
Weather 

Suspecting the vagaries of the weath- 
er-man, the Montreal Orchestra ot- 
tered Its audience a much lighter pro- 
gram for their concert at His Majesty's 
Theatre yesterday afternoon, and in 
spite of the brilliant sunshine, more 
than three quarters of the seats were 
filled. The meat of the program was 
to be found In the Brahms Symphony 
No. 3 In D, the very rich and highly 
musical work of the greatest of sym- 
ji .phonic composers, well played, with a 
certain amount of restraint, almost 
leisurely in parts, but with a fine show 
of tone. The last movement made up 
' in vigour for the austerity of the first 
three. 

? The program started with the fre- 
quently heard Ballet Suite by Rameau, 
a melodic embellishment to any pro- 
gram. The '(Pavane pour une Infante 
Défunte" by Ravel was given fairly 
careful handling, though the horn 
might have given a more polished per- 
formance. Ravel is a master in the 
creation of orchestral tone color, and 
has mads the dolefulness of this com- 
position quite apparent. 

A new number of the Orchestra was 
the third movement of the Rimsky- 
Korsakov Schcherezade Suite, inserted 
into. the program with the obvious In- 
tention of attracting those people 
whose musical tastes are not yet ac- 
' customed to the symphonic arrange- 
ment proper. For some reason the ex- 
periment was disappointing. It was a 
giant playing with a toy. The orches- 
tra overwhelmed the music and the 
sweetness and simplicity of its roman- 
ticism was lost in the classical hand; 
ling. The last number, Grainger's 
"Molly on the Shore" brought the pro- 
gram back tô the normal, being played 
with mose customary spirit by the 
Orchestra.
